THE management committee that runs the Woodmead 
Halls in Lyme Regis this week gave the go-ahead to a 
£74,000 project to generate their own electricity. 

The committee has secured a £31,000 loan from the 
government funded Low Carbon Building programme 
and work will start later this month on a new roof for the 
halls in Hill Road together with the installation of a pho¬ 
tovoltaic panel solar electric system. 

Lyme Regis Town Council is contributing £10,000 to¬ 
wards the cost of the project with the halls putting in a 
sum of £20,000 and a further £12,000 in grants is ex-

■ WHAT is the role of a PA? 

What I can do for clients is take away all the stuff that is 
time consuming and stressful for them which they really 
don’t need to do.

My aim as a PA is to take care of all the organisational 
side of people’s businesses. 

■ WHAT is the best part of your job? 

The variety. I work a lot from home and because I live 
very rurally and have a lot of animals that’s very impor¬ 
tant to me. Although I also work from the clients prem¬ 
ises as well if they want me to, so I can offer a lot of 
flexibility to them.

Someone who is a one 
man band but has a successful business. I wouldn’t want 
to work for a huge company. What I really like is work¬ 
ing for individuals who really appreciate my help and 
value me. I won’t work for anyone who doesn’t value 
what I do. I did work for someone like that and I left 
them. I’m quite firm about that now. 

■ HOW did you get into the career? 

I’ve been a PA all my life basically. My first job when I 
left college was for my brother who is an antique dealer 
and was an interior designer at the time. I was only 18 at 
the time and I have been working for him for a long time. 
I just like the freedom of what I’m doing now and being 
self-employed. It was a big gamble but it paid off. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 


Probably working with animals in some way but I would 
probably find it too distressing because I’m a real animal 
lover. If not then something to do with gardening proba¬ 
bly. I really do enjoy what I do though and I wouldn’t 
want to change it. 

■ WHAT book are you currently reading? 

At the moment I am reading two books actually. One is 
a really interesting book called “Dogs that know when 
their owners are coming home.” One of my beloved dogs 
died late last year and there were a lot of things that went 
on around the time he was dying and I came to realise 
that animals are on a different plain to us completely, both 
spiritually and emotionally. I do think dogs know when 
their owners are coming home and a lot more besides. 
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The other book I am reading is called “Desperate Roman¬ 
tics” which is about the Pre-Raphaelites and was made 
into quite a weird programme last year on BBC2. It was 
a bit trashy but it was also quite amusing. I have been a 
big Pre-Raphaelite fan since art college. 

■ WHO are your favourite artists? 

My favourite artists are Dante Gabriel Rossetti and 
Burne-Jones. I think their work is so stunning. I can’t 
even begin to tell you why but for so many years I have 
loved them. From the modern world I am a big fan of Lu¬ 
cian Freud, again I can’t tell you why but I love his stuff. 

■ WHAT tips would you give to gardeners in the 
cold weather? 

Stay inside, I’ve been itching to get back outside but I 
think just stay inside and leave well alone basically. Plan 
as well, that’s what I’m doing at the moment. Planning 
what I’m going to do in the summer, it’s a good time to 
do that. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about gardening? 

I love the hard work and the end result. I’ve got a nearly 
two-acre garden and a lot of it is wild so I love the con¬ 
trast between the more formal bits and the more wild bits. 
I just find it really satisfying, I could be out there all day. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Dante Gabriel Rossetti, Lucien Freud and Nigel Kennedy. 
They are three really bad boys, three rogues who I think 
would make for a really good evening. 

■ WHICH three items would you put into Room 

101 ? 

I would but political correctness in there, the health and 
safety brigade and my third one would be cruelty to ani¬ 
mals.

POTHOLES in Char- 
mouth Road, caused by 
the recent snow and ice, 
will be repaired immedi¬ 
ately, town councillors 
have been assured. 

The recent cold spell has 
left a number of potholes 
at the top of Charmouth 
Road, near the Strawberry

County councillor Col¬ 
onel Geoffrey Brierley re¬ 
ferred to the poor 
condition of the road when 
he gave his monthly report 
to Lyme Regis Town 
Council last week. 

Colonel Brierley also re¬ 
ported that the section of 
road with the most pot¬ 
holes was to be com¬ 
pletely resurfaced in the 
Spring at a cost of 
£40,000. 

Colonel Brierley also re-

ported on the county coun¬ 
cil’s gritting policy follow¬ 
ing complaints from 
residents at a recent coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

He reported that last year, 
when there was a very cold 
February, the gritters went 
out 80 times, double the 
usual number, at a cost of 
£300,000, but did not have 
enough salt. A further £4 
million was spent on road 
repairs caused by the snow. 

Due to climate change is¬ 
sues, the county decided in 
the summer to increase 
their salt supplyin readi¬ 
ness for another cold win¬ 
ter. 

Despite the fact that the 
gritters had been out on 45 
occasions already, they

pected from other sources, 
including Dorset County 
Council. 

The work should be 
completed by the end of 
March and will result in 
the halls not having to pay 
for electricity in the future. 

The solar panels will 
generate enough electricity 
to pay for the heating and 
lighting in the halls and 
they will also get an esti¬ 
mated £3,500 in income 
every year from the elec¬ 
tricity supply companies 
for surplus capacity. 

There will also be a an 
annual saving for Lyme 
Regis Town Council who 
contribute towards the cost 
of electricity for the public 
toilets in the Woodmead 
Halls. 

The project includes a 
complete new roof for the 
halls, deemed to be essen¬ 


tial because of leakages in 
recent months. 

Early investigation work 
on the project was carried 
out by management com¬ 
mittee member Jim Sweet- 
land and local builder 
Charlie Kapur, who also 
serves on the committee, 
has taken over the project 
management and brought 
the grant negotiations to a 
conclusion. 

The grant from the Low 
Carbon Building pro¬ 
gramme will be one of the 
last in the country as the 
scheme is being scarpped. 

The decision to go ahead 
with the project was made 
by the management com¬ 
mittee on Monday, chaired 
by vice-chairman Derek 
Hallett in the absence of 
chairman Stan Williams, 
who is on holiday. 

Said Mr Hallett: “We 
have been working hard 


on this project for many 
months now and Jim 
Sweetland and Charlie 
Kapur have done a bril¬ 
liant job in getting the var¬ 
ious grants. 

“We have had a great 
deal of help from West 
Dorset District Council 
and Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil and we thank them for 
their assistance. 

“As well as giving the 
Woodmead Halls a lower 
carbon footprint it means 
that we will save thou¬ 
sands of pounds over the 
years in electricity costs 
and that will help us to 
keep our hire charges to a 
minimum in the future. 

“The committee has 
worked hard over a num¬ 
ber of years to raise the 
£20,000 we are putting to¬ 
wards the costs and we 
plan to replenish our funds 
for future improvements.”

had enough salt to last this 
winter but they had only 
been able to grit the A and 
B roads. 

In Lyme they had gritted 
the main road through the 
town and other key areas 
such as Hill Road. 

Colonel Brierley said 
that in the past there used 
to be piles of salt by the 
side of the road but this 
was no longer allowed be¬ 
cause of European regula¬ 
tions concerning pollution. 

There were still a few 
grit bins in Lyme and they 
had to talk to the High¬ 
ways Department about 
getting these filled up. 

There had been very few 
problems in recent years 
and people had forgotten 
they were there. 

Colonel Brierley strssed 
that the Highways depart¬ 
ment did not have the man 
power to grit all the pave¬ 
ments and minor roads. 

He said he was quite pre¬ 
pared to bring a local engi¬ 
neer to Lyme and meet 
with councillors to discuss 
the apportionment of salt 
for next year. 

Colonel Brierley said he 
had noticed when visiting 
North America and 
Canada that individuals 
looked after the clearing 
of their own pavements 
and he believed that this 
ought to happen more in 
this country. 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Michaela Ellis, said they 
would take up his offer of 
a meeting with a county 
engineer.

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New government scheme 
could help you get online 


LOW-INCOME families in West 
Dorset are being encouraged to take 
up a government initiative offering 
grants to buy a computer and get 
online at home. 

Home Access is a national 
scheme, which aims to give families 
their own computer and internet ac¬ 
cess to help their children continue 
learning at home. 

If you’re a low-income family, 
you could qualify for a grant to buy 
a computer and/or at least one 
years’ internet access. 

The programme is aimed at those 
that need it most and targets fami¬ 
lies that do not have access to their 
own computer or the internet. 

Dorset County Council’s cabinet 
member for children’s services Toni 
Coombs said: “Children who have 
access to technology at home tend 
to do better in school exams, learn 
and achieve more, and have fun 
while they’re doing it. It also bene¬ 
fits the whole family. 

“As well as allowing parents to 
find out more about what, and how, 
their children are doing at school, 
Home Access will help families to 
sign up for online courses, apply for 
jobs online, access online govern¬ 
ment services, and save money.” 

The programme is being rolled out 
across England, with eligible fami¬ 
lies able to apply for a Home Access 
Grant to pay for a computer and/or 
internet package. 

To qualify, families must have a 
child in years three to nine (usually 


aged 7-14), who is entitled to re¬ 
ceive free school meals, which nor¬ 
mally means the household having 
an annual income of less than 
£16,040. 

The Home Access packages have 
been designed with a family’s needs 
in mind. They include: 

• One year’s service and support; 

• Pre-set parental controls; 

• Installed office productivity 
suite; 

• Firewall and an anti-virus pack¬ 
age. 

They also include the award-win¬ 
ning e-safety guide ‘Know IT All 
for Parents’, enhanced warranty, a 


reinstatement service in the event of 
theft, and educational guidance de¬ 
livered with every package. 

All computers come with the ded¬ 
icated Home Access website to help 
ensure families realise the benefits. 

Families that do not qualify for a 
grant, are still able to buy the pack¬ 
age from a range of well known 
high street retailers, as well as other 
suppliers approved by the pro¬ 
gramme.

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Campaigner 
accuses district of 
'neglect of duty' 
over Three Cups 


Call for officers to attend meeting in Lyme 


THE man who started the campaign to re-open the Three 
Cups as an hotel has accused West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil of “serious neglect of duty” over the delapidated prem¬ 
ises in Broad Street, Lyme Regis. 

Following the publishing a report from hotel consult¬ 
ants claimingnit would cost between £3 and £4 million 
to turn the Three Cups into an hotel, Jiohn Grantham, 
founder of Community Alerts on Pubs and Hotels, has 
written to district council chief executive David Clarke. 

This is his letter, reproduced in full: 

“We believe WDDC has demonstrated serious neglect 
in duty of care to two West Dorset establishments. 
THREE CUPS HOTEL, LYME REGIS 

“Alarmingly, the central, shattering finding of TRI Con¬ 
sultancy’s report reads: ‘Over the last 20 years the exte¬ 
rior and particularly the interior of the building have 
become severely dilapidated. (It’s ‘official’ - this iconic, 
Grade II-listed building under WDDC authority is ... “se¬ 
verely dilapidated”). 

Restoration/refurbishment cost to open would depend 
partly on the style, quality, rooms etc a particular (new) 
owner envisages - but no-one doubts it’ll be a seven-fig¬ 
ure sum. Yet, TRI - as expected - confirms that, once 
opened, an additional four star boutique hotel in Lyme IS 
viable. 

“If indeed ‘the exterior and particularly the interior are 
severely dilapidated how does this tally with Dr Evans 
(WDDC letter, May 21 st 2009) outlining just three areas 
for Palmers’ attention: kitchen skylight/flashings; ivy; 
and water ingress above rear projecting bay? 

“He concludes: ‘Once this work is complete the council 
is content that the listed building issues at this property 
will have been addressed for the present time’ with the 
three repairs ‘due for completion’ by June 7th. But ITV’s 
film broadcast of January 25th 2010 on dilapidation, 
shows inexplicably they’ve still not been undertaken by 
Palmers. (English Heritage knows the situation.) 

“Equally confusingly, Nigel Jones, of Chesterton Hum¬ 
berts, Palmers’ property agent, said in a local paper on 
May 21st: ‘The building has not deteriorated - remark¬ 
ably, having been empty for 20 years, it is in such good 
condition”. (Hundreds photos of the inside, and TRI’s re¬ 
port, seem to suggest otherwise. And most outside gut¬ 
tering, piping and fire-escape stairs have collapsed, 
perished or are non-functional - indeed two years ago a 
30 feet run of cast-iron guttering crashed 70 feet onto the 
pavement below.) 

From this, one burning issue emerges - how speedily 


WDDC now halts further dilapidation/collapse. If restora¬ 
tion will cost £3-£4 millions, a new buyer must be 
searched for immediately, found fast, and start salvage 
work soon - perhaps buying the hotel for £1 (because of 
the millions of pounds investment required ... and after 
WDDC has compulsory purchased at say £1). 

“WDDC should immediately announce, and start im¬ 
plementing, its compulsory purchase, publicising strongly 
‘Buyer Wanted’, Prospective buyers must obtain early 
viewings to clarify/confirm interest; compulsory purchase 
would follow, with sell-on at perhaps £1 to new buyer, 
on a ‘back-to-back’ arrangement, with WDDC offering 
grants/loans. Every day WDDC hesitates, increases di¬ 
lapidation, raises cost. 

“By acting now, WDDC may avoid surely ignominious 
disrepute in local, national and international media for 
failing in its duty. Internet research shows WDDC’s in¬ 
action makes it ‘the most backward’ council in UK on 
solving hotel/pub ‘eyesores’- meanwhile Lyme’s econ¬ 
omy has lost some £10-20 millions from the 20-year shut. 

“WDDC cannot duck responsibility by being diverted 
by talk of glossy new planning applications, flashy 
restaurant, sea-views for luxury flats with occasional af¬ 
fordable ones, civic amenities, or opening-up access to 
Langmoor Gardens,.... Lyme simply and urgently needs 
more hotel beds. 

“Very specifically, Mr Clarke, given the powers WDDC 
possesses under 1990 Planning (Listed Buildings and 
Conservation Areas) Act (particularly sections 54-55; and 
47-52 including Compulsory Purchase) can you please 
explain in detail just how WDDC has allowed this build¬ 
ing to degenerate into its current parlous, last-chance- 
saloon “severely dilapidated” state - and confirm 
immediate actions? 

“I will phone you this week to see if you and/or Dr 
Evans and/or Cllr Gould (having all sadly declined invi¬ 
tations to attend two public meetings with the residents 
of Lyme during 2009), will now accept an invitation to 
attend there during February, given alarming TRI Con¬ 
sultancy’s findings. 

“We will keep the View from Lyme Regis appraised of 
your response, including acceptance of visiting Lyme to 
debate openly with Lyme residents, finding buyers and 
compulsory purchase. 

“We have questions booked at WDDC Council meet¬ 
ing, February 23rd, the last before the election where you 
can fully inform the whole community on incisive, de¬ 
tailed action.” 


Call to creat another 
beach on Monmouth 


A LYME Regis resident has called on West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council to create another sandy beach in the resort. 

Speaking during the public forum at last week’s full 
meeting of Lyme Regis Town Council, Mr Derek Hallett 
suggested that the sand that was to be dredged from the 
harbour should be deposited on Monmouth Beach to 
make it anoher sandy area for families to enjoy. 

Mr Hallett had intended to make the suggestion at a re¬ 
cent meeting of the Community Plan Implementation 
Committee when harbourmaster Grahame Forshaw spoke 
of his plans for the harbour, including a five year dredg¬ 
ing programme to stop it silting up. 

But vice-chairman Ann Bradbury, standing in for chair¬ 
man Stan Williams, who was on holiday, ruled that Mr 
Hallett was unable to speak because the meeting proper 
had started. 

Members of the public are usually only allowed to 
speak during the public forum session at the beginning 
of council meetings, although Councillor Williams has 


allowed the occasional comment from the public seats in 
the past. 

Speaking at the full council meeting, Mr Hallett, a for¬ 
mer council worker, said he had enjoyed the harbourmas¬ 
ter’s presentation which he thought was an honest 
appraisal of what was happening at the Cobb. 

Mr Hallettt pointed out that the existing sandy beach 
was now quite small and Monmouth Beach was two and 
a half times as big. 

He thought it would be a good idea for the 11,000 
tonnes of sand which was going to dredged from the har¬ 
bour and its surrounds to be deposited on Monmoutgh 
Beach rather than being dumped at the eastern end of the 
town. 

“It would make snother sandy beach for the children,” 
he added. 

Councillors made no comments on Mr Hallett’s pro¬ 
posal but he has put the idea personally to Mr Forshaw.

WHAT THE NEWS SHOULD BE ABOUT - The 
Three Cups needs to re-open for environmental, social, 
safety, historical, cultural and economic reasons - The 21- 
year shut has cost the Lyme economy an estimated £10- 
£20 million. 

Even on their consultant’s calculations (much of the 
study contains assumptions Community Alert certainly 
can’t accept) it would cost Palmers a small fraction of this 
to restore the Cups from Palmers’ dilapidation. If they 
don’t, will WDDC (with apparently the most unenviable 
council record on such eyesores in the UK), continue to 
vacillate? Or... finally use their delegated compulsory 
purchase act powers... to end this 21-year old dilapidation 
... .not to mention the 11 years dilapidation at Old Swan, 
Toller Porcorum?

Poetry for Pleasure 


by Frank McGarry 


EDWARD Thomas was bom in London in 1878 and had 
his first book published when he was only 18. It was the 
first of many, but they were all works of prose. Only in 
his thirties, at the urging of his American friend Robert 
Frost, did he turn to poetry. Thomas had a deep love of the 
English countryside, as you might expect from a man who 
had written a biography of the naturalist, Richard Jefferies. 
This is one of Thomas’s better known poems: 

The Owl 

Downhill I came, hungry, and yet not starved; 

Cold, yet had heat within me that was proof 
Against the North wind; tired, yet so that rest 
Had seemed the sweetest thing under a roof. 

Then at the inn I had food, fire, and rest, 
Knowing how hungry, cold, and tired was I. 

All of the night was quite barred out except 
An owl’s cry, a most melancholy cry 

Shaken out long and clear upon the hill, 

No merry note, nor cause of merriment, 

But one telling me plain what I escaped 
And others could not, that night, as in I went. 

And slated was my food, and my repose, 

Salted and sobered, too, by the bird’s voice 
Speaking for all who lay under the stars, 

Soldiers and poor, unable to rejoice. 

IN THE summer of 1915, at the age of 37, Thomas decided 
to volunteer for the Army. This poem was written on the 
day of his enlistment. 

For These 

An acre of land between the shore and the hills, 
Upon a ledge that shows my kingdoms three, 

The lovely visible earth and sky and sea 
Where what the curlew needs not, the farmer tills; 


A house that shall love me as I love it, 
Well-hedged, and honoured by a few ash trees 
That linnets, greenfinches and goldfinches 
Shall often visit and make love in and flit; 

A garden I need never go beyond, 

Broken but neat, whose sunflowers every one 
Are fit to be the sign of the Rising Sun; 

A spring, a brook’s bend, or at least a pond; 

For these I ask not, but, neither too late 
Not yet too early, for what men call content, 

And also that something may be sent 
To be contented with, I ask of Fate. 

THOMAS had a loving family around him but still suf¬ 
fered from severe depressions, so this next poem, which 
was written in 1916, has a ring of authenticity about it. 

No one Cares Less Than I 

“No one cares less than I, 

Nobody knows but God, 

Whether I am destined to lie 
Under a foreign clod, ” 

Were the words I made to the bugle call in the morning. 

But laughing, storming, scorning, 

Only the bugles know 
What the bugles say in the morning, 

And they do not care, when they blow 
The call that I heard and made words to early 
this morning. 

IT WAS at the end of January in 1917 that Thomas was fi¬ 
nally shipped out to Flanders where, ten weeks later, he 
was killed at Arras by German shellfire. Thomas left be¬ 
hind a collection of about 140 poems that were all written 
in the last two years of his life, although none of them were 
composed during that final ten weeks on the battlefront.

No surprises in Cups report 


Lyme Matters i

N O one was re¬ 
ally surprised 
by the result of 
the report on the viabil¬ 
ity of the Three Cups in 
Lyme Regis being re¬ 
converted into an 
hotel. 

Owners Palmers 
Brewery, before being 
persuaded to look seri¬ 
ously at the possibility 
of the Cups being re¬ 
turned to its former 
glory, had stated pub¬ 
licly it would never re¬ 
open as an hotel again. 

An opinion backed by 
the report from hotel 
consultants who said 
that whilst Lyme could 
sustain another bou¬ 
tique-style hotel, it 
would cost at least £3 
million to bring the 


Three Cups up to stan¬ 
dard and, therefore, it 
was uneconomical to 
do so. 

In other words, the 
conclusion in the con¬ 
sultants report, which 
cost Palmers a five fig¬ 
ure sum, confirmed the 
brewery’s view all 
along. It will be very 
difficult to persuade 
the people of Lyme that 
it was a truly independ¬ 
ent report. 

The conclusion of the 
consultants was re¬ 
vealed at a press con¬ 
ference last week, 
attended by only three 
or four journalists. 
Just two of us asked 
questions and at¬ 
tempted to put 
Palmers’ property 


agent Nigel Jones under 
pressure. He batted 
them away with con¬ 
summate ease, an art he 
has perfected after work¬ 
ing for the elusive 
Palmers for so long. 

No one from Palmers 
was present. Managing 
director John Palmer 
was on holiday and we 
were told it was not mar¬ 
keting director Cleeves 
Palmer’s “area of expert¬ 
ise”. 


I asked Nigel Jones 
whether from a public 
relations point of view it 
might have been better 
for one of the Palmers 
brothers to be present in 
view of the fact that a 
good slice of their busi¬ 
ness was built on the 
back of three of their 
most lucrative earners 
being in the town, ie the 
Pilot Boat, Royal Stan¬ 
dard and Cobb Arms. 

Having put up with the 


eyesore that the Three 
Cups had become for 
two decades, didn’t the 
town at least deserve an 
explanation from the 
family? 

Mr Jones said they 
thought it better to make 
the findings of the report 
public as soon as possi¬ 
ble and John Palmer 
was away fro two weeks. 

I also asked if Palmers 
would consider selling 
the property in finding a 


future use for the Cups 
and if so would they put 
a covenant on the build¬ 
ing to prevent it being 
used for the sale of alco¬ 
hol again, as is their nor¬ 
mal policy? 

Mr Jones said it was 
unlikely that Palmers 
would ever sell the 
building. 

I also questioned the 
safety of the building 
and Mr Jones said it was 
being inspected every 
week. 

After the press confer¬ 
ence we were taken up 
to the Cups and given a 
tour of the whole build¬ 
ing. 

It brought many mem¬ 
ories flooding back for I 
was a regular customer 
at the Cups in the 1960s 
and 1970s, especially 
when affable Albert 
Raffo was the licensee. I 
even found a poster for a 
promotion I ran in the 
1980s entitled “I Love My 
Palmers’ Pub” which 
won a newspaper indus¬ 
try award. 

I have to say I was sur¬ 
prised how dilapidated 
the building is. We had 
been given the impres¬ 
sion that it was still in 
fairly good shape but 
there would have to be a 
major demolition exer¬ 


cise at the back and a 
rebuilding programme 
to get it to meet current 
health and safety stan¬ 
dards. Even in the six¬ 
ties it must have been 
a fire hazard, such is 
the layout of the bed¬ 
rooms (only two of 
which have a sea 
view). 

I am not builder so I 
would not know 
whether it would take 
£3 million or more to 
turn it back into an 
hotel. But many in 
Lyme are flabber¬ 
gasted and highly scep¬ 
tical of this figure. 

So what happens 
now? Palmers say they 
intend to consult with 
local people to come up 
with a way forward. 
The Save The Three 
Cups group are putting 
a brave face on things 
and concentrating on 
the consultants’ view 
that the town would 
sustain another hotel. 
They say the fight goes 
on. 

Young Leon Howe 
plans another protest 
march and meetings 
will be held with town 
councillors. 

The least we should 
expect is for the Cups 
to be converted into 


some sort of retail out¬ 
let (or possiby a wine 
bar?) on the ground 
floor with apartments 
above and wholesale 
demolition at the back. 

That, of course, 
would be better than 
leaving this fine build¬ 
ing to deteriorate fur¬ 
ther, it having been 
made safe and less of¬ 
fensive to neighbours. 

If the £3-£4 million re¬ 
conversion costs are 
realistic, it is unlikely 
that the hotel whose 
guest list read like a lit¬ 
erary “Who’s Who” 
over the years will 
ever be welcoming 
guests again. 

Footnote: Palmers 
have recently ap¬ 
pointed the excellent 
Bridport-based PR firm 
Watershed, who have 
an impressive portfo¬ 
lio, as their public rela¬ 
tions advisers. 

As far as many in 
Lyme are concerned, 
that’s more difficult 
than portraying foot¬ 
baller John Terry as a 
loyal and faithful hus¬ 
band.

The Bishop, the Right Reverend Dr David Stancliffe, to give his full 
moniker, was brilliant, delivering a note-free thought provoking 
sermon full of amusing asides. That's why he's a Bishop I suppose. 

Team Rector Stephen Skinner gave the occasion the just the right 
degree of gravitas and organ fundraiser-in-chief Andrew Nicholson 
was his usual imposing self whilst delivering a concise history of 
the organ project which has dominated his family life for the past 
five years. 

Clearly churchwardens Tim Bacon and David McLean did a su¬ 
perb organisational job, marshalling their team of helpers. To those 
of us sat in the pews the whole affair went without a hitch, though 
I'm sure there was a minor panic or two along the way. 

There will be many occasions when I shall look up at that impos¬ 
ing organ and think back to that special Sunday.

The majority of homeowners aren’t aware of the 
age or condition of their existing boiler, yet the 
boiler is one of the most important installations in 
the home. If you have a G-rated boiler or below, 
the chances are it’s less than efficient. It is also a 
safe bet that your current boiler is out-of-guarantee, 
inefficient and costing you extra money to run. 
New, efficient boilers cost less to run, providing 
you with the temperatures you want and is covered 
under the supplier’s guarantee. 

The Government is offering up to 125,000 house¬ 
holds £400 towards the cost of upgrading their 
boiler (if G-rated or equivalent or worse) to a high 
efficiency A-rated one or a renewable heating tech¬ 
nology. This will help to save in the region of 
140,000 tonnes C02 per year - equivalent to taking 
45,000 cars off the road. 

■ WHAT are the benefits in upgrading your 
boiler? 

NEW boilers have rated efficiencies of 90 per cent 


or more meaning that they use less fuel, resulting 
in lower C02 emissions and running costs. Renew¬ 
able heat technologies do not use fossil fuels, re¬ 
ducing C02 emissions still further. 

For example, this means by upgrading your G- 
rated boiler to a A-rated condensing boiler, you can 
save over a third on your home heating bills. 

■ WHO is eligible for the scheme? 

THE scheme is open to 125,000 householders in 
England living in an owned or privately rented 
home. 

Please note: 

i) If you are a householder (including tenants) under 
60 you can only apply for the scheme if the boiler 
you are scrapping is in working order and is the 
main boiler used to heat the home. 

ii) If you are a householder (including tenants) and 
60 or over you can apply for the scheme regardless 
of whether the boiler you are scrapping is in work¬ 
ing order. However, it still needs to be the main 
boiler used to heat the home. 

Only householders and landlords who privately 
own and rent dwellings, are eligible to apply for a 
voucher. Boiler installers and manufacturers, local 
authority registered social landlords, and housing 
associations are not eligible to apply. 


■ WHO can carry out the installation of the 
new appliance? 

INSTALLATION of a gas or oil boiler, must be car¬ 
ried out by an installer registered with a competent 
person’s scheme, (such as GasSafe or OFTEC). In¬ 
stallation of a microgeneration technology must be 
carried out by a person qualified under the Micro¬ 
generation Certification Scheme. 

■ BOILER Scrappage Scheme Vouchers 

FROM January 18 th 2010, the Energy Savings Trust 
(EST) began issuing the £400 vouchers to those 
homeowners who have successfully applied for the 
recently launched Boiler Scrappage Scheme. 

The £400 vouchers should be received approxi¬ 
mately 10 days after receipt of your application to 
the EST. The vouchers are valid for 12 weeks from 
the date of issue and are to be redeemed against a 
new boiler from a manufacturer of an A-rated gas, 
oil or LPG units, or alternatively boilers with a Pas¬ 
sive Flue Heat Recovery Device, Micro CHP units 
or Microgeneration Certification Scheme-registered 
biomass boilers and heat pumps. Solar Thermal is 
also eligible if combined with an eligible boiler re¬ 
placement. Electric boilers are NOT eligible. 

Once you’ve received your voucher, you will need 
to contact your gas installer to arrange a date for in¬ 
stallation. Please note you cannot claim the 



£400 discount until the boiler installation work 
has been completed and payment has been made in 
full to the installer! 

To claim the £400 discount, send the voucher to¬ 
gether with the gas installation invoice to the En¬ 
ergy Savings Trust - AFTER you have paid in full 
for the new boiler and installation work. Payment 
will then be issued within 25 working days from re¬ 
ceipt of both of these items. 

If the voucher is not redeemed within the 12 week 
period, the EST will cancel the voucher and reallo¬ 
cate the funding to a new applicant.

Memories of Rowan Cottage

D O YOU have any 
stories or memo¬ 
ries of Rowan 
Cottage or Age Concern 
Dorchester? 

A lady associated with 
the charity for 20 years 
is gathering memories 
from anyone who has 
been associated with 
Age Concern Dorchester 
since its formation in 
1958. 

Wendy Hilton who is 
compiling the history 
and who retired from the 
Chief Officer’s job last 
October after eight years 
in the post, threatened to 
start the project whilst 
still in office. Unfortu¬ 
nately she never got 
around to it but has now 
started in earnest now 
she has a little more 
time. 

She said: “An amazing 
amount has happened at 
Rowan Cottage (a centre 
for older people’s serv¬ 
ices in Dorchester) over 
the last 50 years, since 
Roger Thomas, then 
Mayor of Dorchester 
saw two men sitting on 
a bench on a cold win¬ 
ter’s day with nowhere 
to go. 

“From the early meet¬ 
ings in the Dorchester 
British Legion Hall to 


today’s vibrant organisa¬ 
tion, providing many 
services across the 
county, there have been 
thousands of volunteers, 
clients and supporters in¬ 
volved. Everyone has a 
story to tell, which is part 
of the success of Age 
Concern Dorchester.” 

The original name was 
the Old People’s Welfare 
Committee and was gov¬ 
ernment run under part 
of Social Services. 

Two years after its 
foundation it moved to 
Rowan Cottage in Prince 
of Wales Road, and al¬ 
though its name changed 
to Age Concern Dorch¬ 
ester when it became an 
independent charity in 
1970, it is still affection¬ 
ately known by many as 
Rowan Cottage. 

Wendy added: “We 
want to tell that story for 
future generations, be¬ 
fore many of the people 
who were involved at the 
beginning are no longer 
with us. 

“Do you have story to 
tell, were you a volunteer 
in the early days, did you 
serve as a trustee or com¬ 
mittee member, did you 


help raise money or do 
you have photos or press 
releases highlighting 
some of the many occa¬ 
sions and events? 

“We have a very good 


record of the last ten 
years, so I am particu¬ 
larly interested in stories 
and pictures before the 
year 2000. 

“We want to involve as 
many people as possible 
who have memories, pic¬ 
tures, press cuttings etc. 


We need your help.” 

If you can help, there 
will be a drop in session 
for people with memo¬ 
ries next Wednesday, 
February 10 th from 
11.15am to 12.30pm at 
Rowan Cottage, 4 Prince

New appraisal process for doctors 


DORSET will be one often pilot sites for a new ap¬ 
praisal process for doctors. 

The new system is designed to improve the quality 
and safety of patient care by providing assurances on 
whether local doctors are up to date with medical ad¬ 
vances and are fit to practice. 

The pilot studies are a key stage towards the intro¬ 
duction of a new system in which all doctors practic¬ 
ing in the UK will need to have their licences 
revalidated by the General Medical Council every five 
years. 

The pilot appraisals will test the role of the respon¬ 
sible officer, the senior doctor with local responsibility 
for overseeing the revalidation process, and test the 
proposals for a strengthened form of medical ap¬ 
praisal. 

Health Secretary Andy Burnham said:"Revalidation 
will now start to become a reality for doctors as we 
test how the appraisal process should work in prac¬ 


tice. 

"The work of these pilot sites will provide invaluable 
information which we will use when we roll out reval¬ 
idation across England. 

"Revalidation will provide the scrutiny that patients 
rightly expect. It will help support doctors to con¬ 
tinue to develop their skills through regular annual 
appraisals and ongoing professional development 
throughout their career." 

NHS Dorset quality and professional practice direc¬ 
tor Suzanne Rastrick said: "We are delighted that 
Dorset has been chosen to be one of the pilot sites 
for this initiative. 

"NHS Dorset already has robust systems in place to 
ensure high standards of medical care in general 
practice locally and this will put us in an excellent po¬ 
sition to take this scheme forward."

HEAD INJURY FORCES PITCH CHANGE 

■ Dorchester on top in 2nds derby clash ■ 


A PRETTY sharp frost over Friday night 
would have caused some wailing and 
gnashing of teeth locally as it threatened 
to disrupt the league programme even 
further. In the event though, most games 
went ahead, some after morning pitch 
inspections. 

BRIDPORT 48pts WESTBURY 3pts 

THE visitors belied their rather lowly 
league position, during the first quarter 
anyway, by giving the home side all the 
problems it needed. In fact it was West- 
bury who took the lead with a penalty 
goal after ten minutes, but they could 
well have scored a try before that, via an 
interception. 

The home side equalised however with 
a penalty goal of their own, kicked by 
Jack Guylor, early in the second quarter 
and thereafter the game developed into 
the Jack Guylor Show for a space. 

He followed this score with a try; run¬ 
ning round the Westbury number 12 
after his pack had provided set piece 
possession. He converted his own try 
and scored another touchdown a few 
minutes later when he was on hand to 
complete a counter attack after his col¬ 
leagues had run back a wayward kick out 
of the Westbury defence. He converted 
this one also before leaving the field with 
a tweaked hamstring, with his side now 
17-3 ahead. 

They increased this lead before the 
break when centre Tony Dommett got in 
under the posts after a brisk exchange of 
passes, following ball won from a lineout. 
Replacement kicker Stubbs goaled this 
one also and Bridport led 24-3 at the 
halfway stage. 

Winger, Paris Hawkes-Wellstead scored 
the try that put the result beyond doubt 
early in the second half, after he had 
rounded his marker, galloped down the 
outside channel and run to the posts. 
Lewis converted this one and added the 


extras to a Ben Allen try some ten min¬ 
utes later after the open side had got 
over from ten yards out after his side had 
won a lineout. 

Bridport were now out of sight at 38-3 
ahead and they scored unconverted tries 
by Lock Ethan Rawlings and winger 
Hawkes-Wellstead in the final quarter to 
complete their scoring. 

DORCHESTER 2nd 17pts 
BRIDPORT 2nd 3pts 

WHILE maintaining a distinct territorial 
advantage throughout, Bridport failed to 
turn pressure into points, especially dur¬ 
ing the second period. 

This, coupled with some defensive frail¬ 
ties allowed the home side to complete 
what was a deserved win. 

In fact it was Dorchester who took a 
seven point lead after some ten minutes' 
play when some ineffectual tackling al¬ 
lowed them to score a converted try. 
They added a penalty a few minutes later 
and, although the second quarter was an 
evenly contested affair, they took a de¬ 
served ten point lead in at the break. 

Although losing both Frampton and 
Wren to injury, Bridport had the better of 
the third quarter but could only reduce 
the arrears via the boot of Swatridge 
who kicked a penalty goal. They were "in 
with a sniff" at this stage but hopes of a 
win vanished when the home side com¬ 
pleted a good break with a few minutes 
left and stretched away by scoring a con¬ 
verted try. 

The final minutes were played out on a 
different pitch due to a head injury to 
Cameron Farquareson who, after a visit 
to hospital, appears no worse for wear, 
other than sporting an egg shaped lump 
on his forehead. 

MINETY 24pts DORCHESTER 36pts 

DORCHESTER won this one by a couple 
of scores in the end, but they had to 


come from behind to do so and had 
cause to be grateful to their, perhaps su¬ 
perior, fitness levels. 

After winning the toss, Dorchester de¬ 
cided to face the slope initially and fell 
behind to an early drop goal. In condi¬ 
tions not ideally suited to the purpose, 
Dorchester then put a sweeping move 
together that culminated in Jones touch¬ 
ing down between the posts. 

He converted his own try but could not 
add the extras to a Lee Harvey try, 
touched down a few minutes later. Nev¬ 
ertheless Dorchester would have felt that 
they were in control after half an hour's 
play with the scoreline standing at 3-12. 

The final few minutes of the first-half 
represented a shock/horror period for 
the visitors for, during them, Minety 
scored 21 points, running in three con¬ 
verted tries and reaching the halfway 
stage with a lead of twelve points. 

Leaving the visitors with much to do, 
and probably with a little shell shock. 

It was essential that Dorchester got the 
first score after the break and they did so 
via the boot of Jones, before Minety in¬ 
stituted a bout of pressure that threat¬ 
ened to increase their lead. The breakout 
came however and a second Adam 
Jones penalty reduced the deficit to six 
points and, at this juncture the home ef¬ 
fort seemed to run out of steam. 

Dorchester began to dominate, both in 
the set and in the loose and the final 
quarter belonged to them. Scrum-half 
Gower scuttled down the blind side to 
touch down, and winger Morgan, return¬ 
ing from injury, scored another to give 
his side the lead. 

Minety, penned inside their own half 
and starved of usable possession, were 
in no position to chase the game effec¬ 
tively, especially as their opponents were 
out of penalty goal range at 28-24 in 
front. 

Jones' third penalty of the day in¬ 


creased the margin, and then, at the last, 
hooker Chalker put King away for the 
final score that gave Dorchester the win. 

The Dorchester coaches would have 
ended the day satisfied with their side's 
fitness levels, but a little concerned that, 
for the second week running, their side 
had conceded three tries. 

SALISBURY 2nd 12pts 
WEYMOUTH 39pts 

REALISING that the Weymouth first side 
were playing in the wilds of Salisbury, I 
phoned on Saturday afternoon, ostensi¬ 
bly to get the second team result and 
learned as an aside that the firsts had 
cruised to an expected and comfortable 
win. 

Imagine my concern when, after trawl¬ 
ing the RFU website later in the evening, 
I was informed that the reverse was true. 
A couple of subsequent phone calls clar¬ 
ified matters however and I found that 
my initial information was correct and 
that the published up to date league 
table for the Dorset & Wilts League Divi¬ 
sion One is probably wrong. 

I bet that one will take a bit of sorting 
out! 

WEYMOUTH 2nd 12pts 
BOURNEMOUTH 4th 21 pts 

UNFORCED errors, especially in the sec¬ 
ond-half were responsible for this home 
defeat. Weymouth had marginally the 
better for the first period and lead 
through a Nathan Allen try that he con¬ 
verted himself at the halfway stage. 

Errors then crept into the home effort 
and the visitors prospered as a conse¬ 
quence, scoring three converted tries be¬ 
fore Tom Moat led a home rally with an 
unconverted score that came too late to 
influence the result.

SATURDAY, February 6th was earmarked 


as a day on which both rugby players 
and followers could put their feet up and 
watch the England/Wales game on TV. 

Good old mother nature then took a 
hand and caused the postponement of a 
number of league fixtures during the last 
couple of months; the result being that 
most sides in my patch were involved in 
"catch up" league games. 

BRIDPORT are the exception, their first 
side is one of the few teams that are up 
to date with their league fixtures and 
have a day off in consequence. Their sec¬ 
ond side also is without a fixture but may 
well be looking for a game in the pool. 

DORCHESTER play their postponed 
home league game against IVEL BAR¬ 
BARIANS and will be more than a little 
displeased if they do not come out on 
top in this one, for their opponents have 
not had one of their better seasons so far 
and sadly seem to be emerging as a can¬ 
didate for relegation.
